Bt Port Richmond. 


A Quiet Day Throughout the Coal 
Region*. 


HEADING. Pa., Jan. 9.—Yostcrday was B 


quiet day throughout the coal region, but 
nearly all the* local assemblies hold meet- 
ings nnd lenewod thoir pledro to stand 
firm in their demands. The Road'nc; Com- 
pany was to innk3 another effort to start 
upsevoial o[ its col'leries tbis morning 
but it Is not believer! they would be 
able to secure enough non-union men 
to make a respectable showing. The only 
two collieries at work Snturdav were the 
Brookslde and St. Nirho'as, and the lat- 
ter was competed to shut down at noon, 
tho men having refused to enter tho 
mines. At Brook^ide tho company Imd 
sixteen miners at work, and turned out 
twenty oars of coal. This colliery is tha 
largest owned by tho Reading company, 
and has an annual capacity of 131),000 
tons. 


The strike on the railroad has collapsed, 


and It is a doubtful question whether tha 
mlneis will continue to champion tho 
cause of the discharged train hands much 
longer, especially it' Mr. Corbin shows a 


imposition to pay tho advance asked by 


che miners. A considerable quantity of 
the coal now mined at the individual col- 
lier'ei is boing sent to file vnrious fur- 
naces and rolling mills in the Hchnylkill 
valley.

A DECEPTIVE CALM. 


EEIU.IN, Jan. 8.—A calm, whi«h offlola

The 
The Austrian and Russian government! 
have exchanged assurances of peace as- 
pirat'i ns to which nobody attaches th< 
slightest Importance. The only actual 
cbamie in tbe situation (tending toward 
peace is the active resumption of oego 
tintions between Count Kalnoky, 
the 


Austrian Foreign Minister, and Prince 
Lnbanoff, the Husiian ambassador 
Vienna, tor tbe settlement of the balance 
of vower in tbe Balkan peninsula. This 
mitigates the crisis and removes the dan* 
ger of war, at least for the present, but ii 
does not mod f y any of tha essential dif 
ferences between the two governments 
The 
negotiations 
are 
eipectod 
by 


both shies to end in an exact definition of 
the respective demands, such aa hereto- 
fore has not existed and from which m»y 
be obtained a valid excuse for war. 
Ao- 


corrling to o senv-offlctal dispatch, re- 
ceived from Vienrm last night, Prince 
LobanofT has opened tha diplomatic cam 
paign by proposing as the first step to- 
ward an entente tlie removal of Prince 
Ferdinand from the throne of Bulgaria 
undo" a Joint mandate of the Powers, the 
election of a new prince by a n»w 
Bobra nje, and the reappomtment of Rus- 
sian officers to the Bulgarian army. Tha 
proposal specifies that tbe new prince 
must be a member of tbe orthodox Greek 
Church, and the Sobranje so elected as to 
enable Rinsia to recognize It as being 
legally constituted. 


In tbe meantime the Foreign Office here 


holds aloof from the negotiations, which 
are recognized as feelers by Russia to 
wards other demands. The Czar's minis- 
ters already know that Count Kalnoky 
will not admit that tbe Berlin treaty gfvei 
Russia any specie! right to interfere ID 
Bulgaria. They know, also, that it is im- 
possible to obtain from the Powers a joint 
mandate. 
Baffled on these points, Rus 


sia will next raise a new question on Aus- 
trian retention of Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina. 
These provinces 
were occupied 


under a purely temnorary title, but are 
now practically annexed. Austria will 
be called upon to evacuate them, and It is 
probable that tbe question of their future 
administration will be referred toacon- 
fetence of the Powers, An ostensible 
casus belli, it is anticipated, will arise 
over Austria's refusal to divide the Hal 
kans. 


The lines o£ St. Petersburg diplomacy 


tend to a protracted exchange of views, 
thus assisting the plans of the Russian 
strategists, who are unwilling to risk war 
until the suminei'. No time would be given 
toilnssia to complete her preparations if 
Bismarck bad a free band. Rut the di- 
visions within the imperial familv are in 
creasing; the weakness of the Emperor 
and tbe renewed activity of the anti-Bis 
marcldan court influences combine to en> 
feeble and retard the development of the 
German policy. Only the determination 
of Austria can now precipitate a war.

This is the only society in existence to- 
day that has paid every policy m full and 
could close solvent if every member 
should refuse to pay the next assessment

Although Annie has been "throwing 


gwitelies" for over twelve years, her 
peculiar history has been bidden tinder 
the bushel of liei isolated station. 
Of 


the thousands nt people who used every 
year to pir-s her brown switeb shanty, 
not one was aware' that it hid a curious 
history. 


When 1 applied for information at 


the general oll'ices in ivj; ird to Annie, 
I was referred to theyanlmastcr, H. S. 
Xeall. 
I found him in his oilico on the 


second lloor of a din^y and historic 
brick pile, "down in t h e yards." My 
request brought a smile. 


"1'ou want to Jciiotv about Annie?' 


said tlie 
nififri'il yardmastcr, as he 


swung himself .uunnd bo as to keep 
in view tlio fjli-tpiiiiif; 
1 tracks and mov- 


ing panorama ot pulling engines shift/- 
ing truinfl lliat kept wi';nin{; tlio trans' 
portatiou threads in the patchwork of 
commerce as we talked, 


"Well, she's a character. 
You must 


go out and see her. 
bbe'H talk to you. 


Isn't afraid of mis body." 


"How 
lone;'lias she been on the 


roa<lP" 


"Ever since ,-he was a child. 
Her 


father was with the company twenty 
years. 
He only had one leg, anil 


was rather slow {jutting about. 
He 


was all I'iclit so lonjj as he had only 
one or two switches, but when busl 
ness increased and more were put in 
ho had toh'ive assistance. Then Annie 
came in. 
She was a little thing at that 


time, but .she was spry, and the way 
she would j.:ct back and forth between 
tlioso switches u.-is surprising. 
After 


awhile she wa-. p u t on regularly as an 
assistant to her I uher 
When he waa 


killed last w i n t e r --he was given his 
placd and now -upports the family. 
They live back of the switch shanty in 
n house furnished rent-free by the com- 
pany." 


"How does her work compare with 


that of other switchmen?" 


"She lias the claaiH'St record of any 


man in my employ, ami we have two 
hundred men in the yard. She nerei 
lost a dollar for the company, and that 
is move than 1 can say of any man in 
the yard. She rarely makes a mistake, 
and when she does it is always through 
a signal carelessly <rivc'ii. 
Thereis one 


thing about Annie remarkable in i 
woman, she don't seem to know wha 
fear is. 
At the time, of the riots las 


year that Polish mob. after cleaning 
out tha shops, came d o w n through tho 
yards, cleaning out every one in their 
way. 
Annie was on duty at the time 


and was the only employe who was no' 
driven from work. 
All the rest o: 


the men ran away and then came 
back after the mob had passed. Bu 
Annie staid by her switches. When th< 
mob reached her one big Polo grabbet 
her by the arm, saying: 'Get out o 
hero; go home, you can't work no 
more!' 
Before the words were out o 


his mouth Annie hauled off and gav< 
him a slap that ^ent, him spinning 
Her pluck raised a laugh, and she wa 
not molested further. 
The big fellow 


was satisfied to mix np with the crowc 
and got out of M^IU.

ind sent a car down the wrong track. 
This is very annoying to the engine

jet it. 
As the engine went by one of 


he switchmen gave Annie a blast for 
ler mistake. 
Well, the poor girl was 


leart-broken to think she had made a 
mistake—for she takes great pride in 
lev work—and then to have this on 
;op broke her all up. I happened to 
some out soon afterward and she told 
me about it. The man was given his 
izne, and that was the last complaint 


'. ever heard from Annie. 
But go onl 


and see her yourself." 


I did so. 
Tho stock-yards are situated about a 


nile and a half west of the main yard, 
although an interlacing chain of tracks 
extends the entire distance, iilled most 
of the time with puffing engines and 
moving cars. Out beyond the gigantic 
elevators, where is stored away tho 
product of the Northwestern prairies, 
;ho tracks narrow as they leave the 
yard proper and stretch away to the 
itoek-yardfi. 


It was a lowering day in August 


when I walked out along tho track. 
Out in tho open, like a brown dot in a 
mass 
of black 
spider-threads, 
lay 


Annie's switch "shanty;" a mark for 
oiling winter winds and scorching 
summer suns, from which its thin sides 
would seem to afford but poor protec- 
tion. 
A cold north wind came sweep- 


ing across tho marshy valley, bringing 
with it a suspicion of rain. It was one 
of those days peculiar to the western 
shore of Lake Michigan, where the flop 
of a weather vane changes the dog-day 
deat to autumn's chill. 


Over to the northeast the spires and 


cupolas of the crowded city stood out 
against the cloudy sky. 
Back and be- 


yond tho brown shanty a small grove 
of 
second-growth trees 
climb 
the 


abrupt hill, leaving the little strip oi 
meadow beneath to look out for itself. 


The door of tho switch shanty stands 


open. 
Inside a young woman was 


busily engaged with knitting work. 
In answer to a question if this is 
'Switch Annie,"a bright, comely face, 
bronzed by summer sun to a color 
which an Atlantic City bather would 
envy, is projected from behind the 
doov, and an aflirmativo reply, accom- 
panied by a smile that reveals two 
rows of white, even teeth is given. 


It was the lirst glimpse of sunshine 


that day. 


1 had pictured a tall, raw-boned, 


stolid-featured nm.iron, in whom mus- 
cular development had checked all 
other. 
I found ;t plump, comely young 


woman, with a sunshiny facu and 
modest manner. 
Clc'ir-headed, intelli- 


gent, quick-witted, but calm and self- 
reliant—altogether an enjoyable picture 
of strong, 
healthy womanhood. In 


stature Annie is a little above average 
height, 
wilh ft plump, well-formed 


figure and a shapely head firmly poised 
on a pair of shoulders a duchess might 
envy. 
A broad, straw hat coqucttishly 


pinned up on one sin>c shades the round 
face. 
Tho hands which ply tlio knit- 


ting-needles are brown and calloused, 
but shapely. 
A neat dress of dark 


colors 
with 
broad-toed, low-heeled 


walking shoes, built for service and not 
show, completed the picture. 


At the time of my visit Annie was re- 


ceiving a call from her uncle, himself a 
railroad man, and to whom I am in- 
debted for many facts in relation to 
this remarkable girl. 


Alter the 
first slight reserve had 


worn off, Annie talked I'rcely in regard 
to herself and her work. 


"How long have I been throwing 


switches?" she said, in reply to a ques- 
tion. 
"About twelve years. 
How did 


I commence? Well, when father was 
first given this place there wore only 
two switches to look after. 
Then bus- 


iness began 
increasing 
and 
more 


switches were put in. That made it 
hard for him, but he got along until he 
had to be out nights. Of course then 
he had to get some sleep in the day- 
time. 
So my sister, four years older 


than I, used to come out and tend the 
switches when father was asleep. 
Aft- 


erward, she went to learn telegraph- 
ing, and when I came from school 
used to help father. 
I was spry and ] 


guess I learned quick; any way, I gave 
good satisfaction, and was finally pu' 
on as an assistant when the number o: 
switches increased. At first I receiver 
$26 a month, then !?30 and 535; one 
month I received forty, but was after- 
ward put back to thirty-five. That was 
my wages until father was killed, 
Then they gave me his place. 
I now 


get $40 a month, with bouse rent anc 
fuel. 
My hours are from six in the 


morning until six in the evening. In 
the summer I have every other Sunday 


off, 
but in the fall and winter mus 


work every Sunday." 


"You do not have much time for rec- 


reation?" 


"Uo; that's the hardest thing abou 


the work. 
When 1 see, every one else 


going out Sunday to have a good time 
and I have to work, it breaks my 
heart." The words wcie followed by a 
cheery laugh that littlo indicated 
damaged anatomy. 


Do not imagine all this conversation 


was carried on uninterruptedly. 
Al 


the time Annie was glancing tip anc 
down the track, keeping a sharp look- 
out for train?, while her nimble fingers

>lied the knitting-needles on what wai 
0 be a warm mitten for winter wear. 
Suddenly, in the midst of a sentence, 
he would start up, seize a pair of 
gauntlet gloves lying on the window 
edge, and step out to throw a switch or 
signal that all was clear. There was 
nothing of rush about her movements; 
while quick, they were collected and 
showed a cool, well-balanced head. 


I referred to this once when she 


came in, and asked if she never be- 
came excited or nervous when several 
;rains requiring to be switched on dif- 
ferent tracks were arriving In quick 
succession. 


'O no; fifty trains would not make 


me nervous," was the calm reply. 
"I 


[iave a cool head. When many train* 
are coming, I 'tend to the main line 
and transfer switches and let the others 
wait, or leave them for the switchmen 
to look after." 


"Of how many switches hare yon 


charge?" 


"Eleven now. 
For a time befora 


father was killed we had fifteen. ThflJ 
are the most important switches in the 
yard. It was much harder work for 
me then than now. 
Father was »o 


easy to get excited, and then he wonld 
forget 
I had to watch him and do mj 


own work besides. Now I have only 
myself to look after." 


'Do you not often get tired of th« 


workP" 


'Well, I'm not dead stuck on^it, and 


would take another job too quick If 1 
could get it." 
Annie occasionally 


drops into slang. 
"But I have been 


brought up to the work, and there's 
nothing else I could do where I could 
earn as much. Sometimes ladies talk 
to me and some say they would not do 
it for any thing, and others again 
praise me. I don't know which are 
right. All I know is that I am used 
to the switches and don't mind, except 
at times." 


The tone of voice was cheerful, al- 


though quiet, and the words came as 
the conviction arrived at after a careful 
weighing of all the advantages and 
disadvantages. 


"Do you not suffer from cold in the 


winter?" 


"0, yes, sometimes. The wind has 


such a sweep here; but I dodge in 
and out of tho shanty, if it is only.for a 
minute, to warm my fingers. The cold 
1 don't mind so much as the heat 
Those tracks draw the sun so. It is 
very hot here at times, and then I have 
awful headaches." 


"You don't give up?" 
"I can't; there's no one to take my 


place," was the quiet reply. 


"Does your sister prac;ice telegraphy 


now?" 


"No; she was taken sick; then mother 


was sick and needed some one to help 
her with the housekeeping." 


"Then 3-011 support tho family?" 
"Yes," with a, little liuigh. 
The 


next moment Annie was outside setting 
a switch right for a freight train that 
went thundering by. As the caboose 
passed, a shout of "Hello, Annie!" 
brought au answering smile and wave 
of the band from the girl. 


"They all speak to her, and she baa 


a pleasant word for every one," said 
the uncle, and Iliad occasion to notice 
the truth of the remark during the 
course of my visit. 


"Were you not frightened when the 


Polish rioters came through the yard 
last year?" I asked as Annie returned. 


"Well, I wasn't frightened, but I 


didn't feel exactly comfortable," was 
the naive reply. 
"1 was out in the 


yard when I saw them coming. 1 
couldn't leave, as there 
were the 


switches to throw, 
One fellow called 


out to me that I should quit work. I 
told him to mind his own business. 
Then a groat big Pole attempted to put 
his arms around me. I cried: 'Get 
away from me, you great nasty Polack!' 
and gave him such a slap in the face 
that he staggered oft'. 
The 
others 


laughed and made no attempt to touch 
me when I went through them to set a 
switch for a train that was coming. 
After that I went into the shanty and 
the crowd went off toward the city; 
that was the last I saw of them." 


This was a very simple, modest re- 


cital of an event that few men would 
have cared to have been concerned in. 
The mob was made up of Polish labor- 
ers who were flushed with victory at 
the West Milwaukee shops, and had 
announced their intention of driving of! 
every workman found employed any- 
where. It was composed of the same 
element that two days later made the 
attack on Bay View what resulted so 
disastrously to themselves. 


Only once did Annie dodge a ques- 


tion. That was when, rising to go, ] 
asked: "How old are you, Annie?" 


"Just as old as I look," was the re- 


ply, quick as a flash, but the sting ol 
the words was drawn by a merry pea' 
of laughter. 


"How old do I look?" she asked, 


moment later. 


After a hasty sura in mental arith- 


metic I diplomatically replied: "Twen- 
ty-three." 


"I'm all of that." was the smiling 


response, and the interview closed. 


The most 
prominent feature in 


Annie's character is her sunny dispo- 
position. 
This, perhaps, is the secret 


of her hold on the rough men with 
whom slio is thrown in contact. 
She 


is never idle. 
When sitting in the 


switch "shanty" she knits mittens and 
stockings both for herself and the re- 
mainder of her family. 
AVhen. all are 


provided for sue employs her needles 
on wristlets, which find a ready sale 
among the train-crews. 


Annie is a firm believer in woman's 


rights, so far as they pertain to labor, 
but troubles herself very little aboul 
the question which agitators continue 
to thrash over and over. While they

ble, she has been quietly woikiug out a 
practical solution of the perplexing 
problem. 


Many stories are told of Annie's 


pluck and duxterit}', whereby serious 
accidents which would have, entailed 
great destruction of life, and property 
were averted. 
One of tho most excit- 


ing instances of the kind occurred a 
year or more ago. 
By way of preface 


it must be explained that there is a 
down grade from the west tou-ard tho 
switch shanty. 
On the occasion in 


question a heavy freight train was com- 
ing down at full speed. 
As it ncared 


one of the switches the engineer was 
horrified to find that it was turned 
wrong. The clear, glistening iron lines 
sparkled mischievously in the sunlight 
up to the switch. 
There they broke 


sharp off. Beyond was wreck and dan- 
ger. The engineer whistled for brakes, 
reversed his engine, sanded the track 
in an endeavor to check tho ponderous 
mass behind him. The wheels hissed, 
snapped and cracked as they endeav- 
ored to get 
:v reverse grip on the 


treacherous rails, but in vain. Annie 
was in the house at the time, fifty yards 
from the track. The whistle for brakes 
brought her to the door. Asingleglance 
showed her the danger and her father 
hobbling toward the switch. With a 
bound she sprang from the doorstep and 
sped down the grassy path. 
Over the 


log foot-bridge that spanned a dip in 
the field she flew up on to the track. 
The switch wa« still twenty to thirty 
yards away7. 
Heedless of tho dan- 


ger, for if tho train left the track 
she was certain to be crushed, intent 
only on her duty, the faithful girl ran 
on. Nearer ;he engine eame. creaking 
and groaning. 
Just us the wheels 


touched the last rail. Annie reached 
the switch. One hand pulled the pin, 
the other pulled the lever, and the 
switch was set right with less than ten 
feet to spare. The train rushed on in 
safety, with Annie breathless but tri- 
umphant, waving a salute to the crew 
without the least thought, of having 
done the least thing heroic. 


The story got 
out, however, and 


Annie found herself, whether she would 
or no, a herione. 
This was only oneol 


many instances where she has saved 
property from destruction by her cool 
head and prompt action. 


The family live in a modest two-story 


frame house, painted n sober brown, 
which stands back from tho track in 
the midst of an unshaded meadow. 
The house and fuel are furnished free 
by the company. Tin's, with the forty- 
dollar salary, is supposed to equal the 
fifty-five dollars paid other swit< lunen. 
Like them, Annie has a familj to sup- 
port; but, unlike them, she gets no pay 
for Sunday work. 


On this small income the family live 


—at do hundreds 
of 
others—com- 


fortably, but with little chance to lay 
by any thing for the inevitable "rainy 
day.''—OA ii'n f/o Tim en.
